DYING, END NEAR, 
PHYSICIAN SAYS 


From General Bre:*-

DEATH MATTER OF HOURS 


Physicians Fear That His Great 
Vitality May Fail Him at 
Any Time. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Admiral 
hero of Manila Bay, is dying 
Late this afternoon

Dewey, 
at his home here. 
he was unconscious an¢ 
said his chances for living another 36 
hours were remote. A general break- 
down with arterial sclerosis is the cause. 

‘‘Admiral Dewey has been slowly de- 
clining since early this morning. The 
primary condition is arterial sclerosis, 

which affects practically every organ 
in the body, especially the kidneys and 
brain. Although he has shown great 
rallying power at times he is slowly 
sinking. So far his heart is strong and 
his lungs are clear, but these organs 
may be suddenly and seriously affected 
at any time.”’ 

In a bulletin tssued this morning by 
Dr. A. M. Fauntleroy, U. S. N,, the 
senior surgeon in charge of the Admir- 
al's case, and Dr. Luther Sheldon Jr., 
U. S: N., who is associated with him, 
the Admiral’s condition was stated as 
follows: 

‘Admiral Dewey has been suffering 
for the last five days from a general 
breakdown consequent upon his 80 years 
of age. For several days there was 
some improvement and at times fit ap- 
peared as if he might rally and suc- 
ceed in overcoming the depression of 
certain organs. 

“Last night the Admiral slept fairly 
well. At times he was irrational and 
showed evidences of a gradual! decline. 

“This morning, he is very weak and 
his general condition is such as to fear 
that his once great vitality may fail at 
any time.”

Rear Admiral Reed, Classmate of 
Dewey, Dies. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—Rear Admi- 
ral Allen V. Reed, U. S. N., retired, a 
classmat of Admiral Dewey at the 
Naval Academy, died suddenly of heart 
trouble at his home here last night, aged 

79 years. 

Admiral Reed retired in 1896 after 
more than 40 years’ service, during 
which he performed blockading duty in 
the Gulf of Mexico during the first three 
years of the Civil War and later com- 
manded the Pawtuxcnt in the blockad- 
ing squadron in the attacks on Fort 
Fisher.

10,000 ELIGIBLE FOR SKILLED 
LABOR POSITIONS WITH CITY 


New List of Efficiency Board Contains 
Many. Names of Union Workmen, 
Chairman Announces, 


The new eligible list for skilled labor- 
ers for city work, to be made up under 
the new rules of the Efficiency Bvuard 
becoming _effective today, will contain 
about 10,000 names, according to Chair- 
man Hertenstein of the Lfficiency 
Board.

CHURCH TOWER’ FLOODED WITH

Second Baptist Church Installs Sys- 
tem Like That Illuminating Wash- 
ington University 'Tow-rs. 

The bell°tower of the Second Baptist 
Church, King’s highway and Washing- 
ton boulevard, was. flooded with electric 
lights last night in such a way that it 
could be seen from points miles distant.

Justice McKenna announced the dis- 
sent but did not deliver any opinion. 

Majority Opinion. 

Justice Day’s majority opinion said: 

“In none of the cases was it charged 
or proved that the transportation of the 
women involved was for gain or for the 
purpose of furnishing women for prosti- 
tution for hire. 

“There is no ambiguity in the terms 
of this act. It is elementary that the 
meaning of a statute must in the first 
instance be sought in the language of 
the act as framed, and if. that is plain 
the sole function of the courts is to en- 
force it according to its terms. 

“To cause a woman to be transported 
for debauchery or for an immoral pur- 
pose, for which Biggs and Camenetti 
were convicted, would seem by the very 
statement of the facts to embrace trans- 
portation for purposes denounced by the 
act. While such immoral purpose would 
be culpable in morals if accompanied 
with expectation of gain, such consider- 
ation do not‘prevent the lesser offense 


against morals from the exécution of } 


purposes within the meaning of the law. 
To say to the contrary would shock the 
common understanding of what consti- 
tutes an immoral purpose.” 

One Point Undecided. 

Whether the women involved become 
technically accomplices, argued in be- 
half of the three defendants, was not 
directly decided by the court. It dis- 
posed of that feature as follows: 

“It is urged as a further ground of 
reversal of the judgments below, the 
trial court did not instruct the jury that 
the testimony of the two girls was that 
of accomplices and to be received with 
great caution, and believed only when 
corroborated by other testimony adduced 
in the case. 

‘*‘While this is to, there is no absolute 
rule of law preventing convictions on 
the testimony of accomplices if juries 
believe them.”’ 

In conclusion, the Court said: 

‘“‘Much is sefd about the churacter of 
the testimony adduced and a3 to certain 
facts, tending to establish the guilt or 
innocence of the accused. This court 
does not weigh the evidence in a pro- 
ceeding of this character, and it is 
enough to say that there was substan- 
tial testimony tending to support the 
verdicts rendered in the trial courts.’’

Committee Now Has Power to 
Compel Him to Give Names 
or Punish Him. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.~The House 
Rules Committee this morning received 
a telegram from Thomas W. Lawson of 
Boston, announcing that he could not 
reach Washington by the time set for 
his reappearance before the committee 
in the “leak” inquiry, but would arrive 
later in the day. 

Chairman Henry then directed the 
Sergeant-at-Arms to get the earliest 
service possible on Lawson to bring him 
before the committee. <A recess then 
was taken pending his arrival. 

The committee voted to recommend t9 
the House the adoption of another reso- 
lution which would broaden the scope 
of the inquiry still further, and extend 
the time tn which the committee migitt 
report to 90 days. This, members say, 
would givé ample opportunity to investi- 
gate anything that might develop 

It developed today that Chairman 
Henry received a letter from Lawson 
yesterday laying duwn certain con- 
ditions under which he would testi- 
fy. His principle contention, it is 
understood, was that a special con- 
gressional committee be formed to 
interrogate him. The Rules Commit- 
tee will not heed the contention. 

James Reilly, news manager of the 
Wall Street. Journal, and Donald Me- 
Donald, head of a Boston financial 
bureau, to whom Lawson is said to 
have given the name of the Congress- 
man who, he says, told him the name 
of a Cabinet member, a Congressman 
and a broker who were involved in 
stock market operations, are here 


to testify. 

Two resolutions to strengthen the 
power of the Rules Committee to com- 
pel witnesses to answer questions were 
presented by Representative Garrett, a 
member of the committee, and were 
adopted soon after the Hotise met. One 
of them was general in character, but 
the other would compe! Lawson to give 
names specifically. 

Representative Carmpbeil, 
introduced a resolution § for 
committee of five to deal 
‘leak"’ situation. 

Witll Demand Names. 

The committee this morning met In 
secret session to consider a proposal to 
ignore a writ of habeas corpus in case 
Lawson should obtain it in a fight 
against contempt proceedings. 

Plans also were considered to prevent 
Lawson from introducing the name of 
any representative of a foreign nation 
in his testimony. 

Among others who are to testify are 
Fernard Baruch of New York, F. W. 
McKinnon, Chicago broker: James KH. 
Reilly of the Dow-Jones Co. Ticker 
Service. and the Wall Street Journa!: 
Donald McDonald of Boston, and mem- 
bers of the brokerage firm of Lockwood 
& Co., New York.

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DR. J. H. SIMON AGAIN 
CANDIDATE FOR MAYOR 


Files Declaration and Expresses 
Beliet That the Democratic 
Nominee Will Win, 


Dr. John H. Simon today filed. with 
the Election Board, a declarativun of his 
eandidaecy for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for Mayor. He was the Democratic 
nominee four years ago, defeating Saun- 
ders Norvell in the primary, but lost to 
Mayor Kiel. He was Health Commis- 
sioner in Mayor Wells’ first adminis- 
tration, but was removed after a dis- 
agreement with the Mi: yor. 

Dr Simon is the first Democratic can- 
didate to file. The first Republican was 
Howard Sidener, Prosecuting Attorney, 
who made his announcement Saturday. 

Dr. Simon said he h@péd that, if oth- 
er Democrats decided to enter the con- 
test, it would be conducted in a friend- 
ly and dignified way, as was his con- 
test with Norvell. He said he would 
present his platform later, and that he 
hoped to have the support of many who 
opposed him in. 1913. 

Hie predicted that, 
Democracy and the inevitable support 
of the independent voters, which will 
come to us in the April election,. the 
Democratic nominee will be victorious.’’

YOUTH ACCUSED 1M 
MEAT SHOP HOLDUP 


Recently in Reform School; One 


Robber Was Shot by Butcher 
He Had Put in Icebox. 


Charles 2 old, of 2802 


Washington avenue, recently released 
from the Boonville Reformatory, was 
arrested last night at his home, charged 
with assisting Thomas McAuliffe, a po- 
lice character, in the hold-up and rob- 
bery of the butcher shop of Emil Jost, 
3009 North Twenty-second street, Satur- 
day night. He admitted he had partict- 
pated in the robbery, according to the 
police. 

McAuliffe was shot in the back by 
Jost as he was leaving the butcher shop, 
and after he had locked the butcher in 
his icebox. Jost used a shotgun, loaded 
with buckshot, which he had concealed 
in the icebox in anticipation of a hold- 
up, and shot through the glass door. 
McAuliffe is at the city hospital in a 
serious condition. 

The wounded robber ran into an alley 
near the shop, where he fell and was 
later picked up by the police. His 
companion, who had rifled the :ash reg- 
ister, escaped with the money ‘hat wad 
been taken from the shop. 

The police learned that Case nad bean 
in the company of McAuliffe early Sat- 
urday night and they began a search 
for him yesterday. He was released 
from the State Reform Schoo! fur Boys 
at Boonville a month ago. He was sent 
to the reform school two years ago fol- 
lowing his conviction on a charge of 
breaking the window of a Market street 
jewelry store. 

After his arrest Case told the police, 
they said, that he was drunk when he 
agreed to help McAuliffe rob Jost's shop. 
He said he took $75 from the butcher's 
cash drawer. Jost said $115 was taken. 
The police found $38 [In Case’s sock, 65 
cents in his pockets, and $26.50 hidden 
under the lining of a couch in his home. 

Jost and George Holman of 220° Palm 
street, a customer who was in the 
butcher's shop at the time of the holdup, 
identified Case as one of the robbers. 
Two women customers wh) were in the 
shop when the holdup occurrel] were 
wounded slightly by being struck ly 
buckshot when Jost shot at McAuliffe 

Daniel Schultz, a butcher, who con- 
ducts a shop at 1450 South Third street, 
and his son, William, 11 years old, this 
morning identified McAuliffe at the city 
hospital as the man who held up the 
boy on the night of Jan. 11, and took $16 
from the cash drawer. The _ elder 
Schultz was not in the shop when the 
robbere entered, but came in as the man 
was going out.

BERLIN. via London, Jan. b.- 
ther comment on the note of the ¢ 
tente Powers to President Wilson lays 
emphasis on the decisive character of 
the declarations, which clear the afr, 
the newspapers say, and give tle céli- 
tral Powers a well defined goal, de- 
fense against the plan of their ,oppon- 
ents for remaking the map of Europe. 
Even Vorwaerts now turns to the So- 
cialist dissenters who have been de- 
manding peace, ‘‘Without conquerors, 
without conquered,’’ and says that Ger- 
many’s enemies are not ready to sive 
such a peace, hence, ‘‘every deed and 
every word tending tq@jehake the self- 
defensive will of the German people 
would be a crime against the German 
people.”’ 

Vorwaerts says that the terms are 
such as ceuld be dictated only after the 
entente had occupied the chief cities of 
their: opponents and broken hopelessly 
their power of resistance, and that the 
note is a new declaration of war with 
limitless aims of conquest, 

Referring to Belgium, Vorwaerts says: 

“The prospect of reaching an agree- 
nent is jeopardized seriously by the 
crazy demands of the note.’’ 

George B. Bernhard says in the Vos- 

sische Zeitung that ‘‘one must long turn 
the pages of modern history to find a 
more stupid diplomatic document than 
this note.’ Bernhard further argues 
that it must be clear to Americans that 
any American intervéntion now is ren- 
dered impossible. 
“Whoever should come as mediator 
upon the basis of the entente’s pro- 
posals,”’ he declares, “would confess 
hinwself our enemy.”’ : 


Italy’s Territorial Aspirations Defend- 
ed by Ruffini. 
ROME, Jan. 15.—Italy’s territorial as- 
pirations in connection with the war 
were defended by Francesco Ruffini, 
Minister of Public Instruction and a 
historian of prominence, in_a statement 
to the Associated Press yesterday. 
“These territories,’’ he said in the 
Statement, ‘‘have had only one civiliza- 
tion in their history, that of Italy, and 
only one great humiliation—which must 
cease—that a foreign domination which 
attempted to destroy the principle of na- 
tionality. 
“America knows well that Italy. not- 
withstanding these just claims, ab- 
Stained from any provocation before 
the European conflagration. * * # 
Once the conflagration was ignited, 
Italy felt that fate called her to com- 
plete her national unity and resume her 
just and holy work and her wars of in- 
dependence.”’

British Freighter’s Captain Thinks

NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—News that an 
unidentified submarine was moving 
westward in the Atlantic as late a8 last 
Thursday morning was brought to port 
here today by the British freight steam- 
ship Clematis, in from Bordeaux, 
France.

LONDON, Jan. 15.—The printing plant

military authorities, acting under the de- 
fense of the realm act. The suffrage 
publication, Britannia, and two taxicabs 
fuil of documents were confiscated. 
Britannia has been criticising the Go-- 
ernment, protesting that there were in 
reality two Governments, one of Premier 
Lloyd-George and the people, who want- 
ed to win the war, and the other a rem- 
nant of the late Government, which fa- 
vored a peace compromise. 


JAPANESE CRUISER BLOWS UP; 
153 ARE KILLED, 157 INJURED 


Fire on Tsukuba Causes Explosion of 
Magazine When in Voko- 
suba Harbor. 

TOKIO, Jan. 15.—The Japanese battle 
cruiser Tsukuga was destroyed by an 
explosion yesterday in the harbor of 
Yokosuka. Fire on the Tsukuba caused 
the magazine to blow up. 

One hundred and fifty-three tnembers 
of the crew of the Tsukuba were killed 
and 157 injured, many of them seriously. 
Numerous members of the ship’s com- 
pany were rescued from the water. Most 
of the officers of the cruiser were 
ashore. 


The Tsukuba was laid down in 1906 
and displaced 13,750 tons. . She was 440 
feet long and was armed with four L- 
inch, 12 6-inch, 12 4.7-inch and 4 38-inch 
guns, 5 3-pounders and 5 torpedo tubes. 
Her complement was 817 men.

Rabbi Harrison Blames Them for 
Greed of Present Day Society. 
Rabbi Leon Harrison, in an address 
yesterday on ‘“lhe Ascendency of Wom- 
an’’ at Temple Israel, scored the snob- 
bishness and greed of present-day so- 
ciety, a state of affairs fom which he 
declared women were responsible. 
“Women in America,’’ Rabbi Harrison 
said, ‘‘are the social arbiters. As a re- 
sult, our society is the most snobbish 
in the world.

The 
Hodiamont Bank was the institution in 
which he formerly was a director, and 
the Wellston.-_School Board is the one 
in which he is now actively interested 
as a director. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter today found 
Driemeyer at his seat on the front end 
of the Midland car. 

“When I went to work in 1887 on the 
old St. Louis and Western cable line, 
which ran from Sixth and Locust 
streets to Thirty-ninth and Morgan 
streets, I had to borrow $35 to put up 
for my uniform and badge,” he nar- 
rated.

They settled at 
Third and Lombard streets. I couldn't 
speak a word of English. They sent me 
to Hannibal, where I lived with friends 
and went to school for a year and a 
half.

So for three years I was a grocery clerk 
and a night watchman, and then I got 
the job on a cable car.”

The Children’s Code Commission has justified 
the hopes of those who wished for a scientific 
and thorough study of child welfare conditions in 
Missouri by a disinterested and competent body. 
After a year and a half of investigation the com- 
mission r mends no fewer thar 54 changes in 
existing laws and presents in its formal report the 
reasons for each suggestion. 

‘Most of the proposed changes are necessary rou- 
tine steps In a formal codification of all the laws 
relating to children. They revise present statutes, 
repeal obsolete and undesired ones, eliminate in- 
consistencies and ask new enactments. Some of 
the new laws advocated are revolutionary in 
nature. Typical of these are proposals that com- 
mon-law marriage be abolished; that a man’s ille- 
gitimate children have equal inheritance rights 
with his legitimate ones, whether by the same 
mother or not; that the father of an illegitimate 
child be compelled to share with the mother the 
burdens of its support; that, gyhere paternity in 
such cases cannot be definitely established, all 
men who might be the father be required to con- 
tribute to its support; that“meplications for mar- 
riage licenses miust be published five days before 
license is granted. 

Immediate popularity for some of these ideas {s 
scarcely likely. Whether common-law marriage 
ought to be abolished altogether is {ffl debatable. 
Sometimes it is the only protection left for un- 
fortunate women and their even more unfortu- 

children. The theory that a father should 


help support his illegitimate child is founded in 


justice, but there must be potent safeguards to 
protect the innocent and eliminate possibilities of 
blackmail. 

The suggestion of a community of responsibility 
for suspected fathers is fantastic, to say the least 
of it. It is hard to see how such an arrangement 
would accomplish one of the things for which 
these laws are mainiy intended, removal of the 
stigma of illegitimacy, and it certainly would in- 
volve endless turmofl and soandal, The provi- 
sion that such matters be handled in seoret judi- 
cial proceedings is open to two important objec- 
tions: First, that the findings could not be kept 
secret long and, second, thet secret trials even in 
these affairs would establish a bad precedent, 
dangerous and un-American. 

Practically all the other suggestions are in line 
with the most progressive child welfare legislation 
in other states and are to be commended. They 
look to the care of delinquent, neglected and de- 
fective children, and ask for enlightened. legisla- 
tion as to the work, health and recreation of child- 
ren, together with a sensible and modern admin- 
istration of the laws through juvenile courts and

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PROHIBITION HELPERS. 

At Lebanon, Ill., where the principal pastimes 
heretofore have been pitched battles with fe- 
rocious rabbits and futile attempts to fill the un- 
fillable trolley cars, they have a new game now. 
It is the ahcient and honorable American game 
of passing the buck. 

Lebanon is dry in theory and wet in practice. 
Two years ago the saloons were voted ont, but 
most of them are still in. They are running wide 
open and are doing a very nice business. There 
can’t be any doubt about that because the Mayor 
says he visits them and the Marshal makes his 
headquarters in one of them. Ask them about it 
and they say, “Yes, that’s so,” and the game 
starts. 

The Marshal passes it to the Mayor and the 
Mayor passes it in turn to the City Council, to the 
State’s Attorney and to the Anti-Saloon League. 
The State’s Attorney passes it back. The City 
Council has the next move. There are indications 
that the Anti-Saloon League is going to try to 
“break it up.” 

The conditions in Lebanon are peouliar. It is 
the seat of MoKendree College, a Methodist in- 
stitution. Most of the students come from dry 
territory tn Southern Illinois. It seemed te the 
people of Lebanon that the town ought to be dry 
for the sake of the students from dry sections and 
the saloons were voted out. Neither the reason 
nor the result appealed to the saloon keepers. 
They kept the town wet in spite of the dry verdict 
of the majority. “They are still keeping it wet by 
the grace of the officials who are passing the 
buck. 

It is little things like this that give impetus to 
the State-wide and Nation-wide agitation. Saloon 
keepers who break the law and officials who pass 
the buck are the best sae that the Prohibition- 
ists aave. 
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THE WIVES OF UMATILLA. 

Umatilla is the name of an Oregon river, a con- 
fluent of the Columbia, of a county in that State 
and of a town in that county. But though sub- 
ordinated now in the gazetteer, it is the town 
which is destined to carry the name to greatest 
celebrity. It will become known the round world 
over to persons who never heard of the river or 
the important county—to some perhaps who have 
never even heard of Oregon. 

For Umatilla town is the laboratory in which 
the most advanced experiment woman has ever 
made in government is already in progress. Dis- 
patches which told how, late in the city campaign, 
Laura, wife of Mayor Starcher, a nominee for re- 
election, appeared as a candidate against him and 
rode him down and overwhelmed him at the polls 
described only a partial phase of the feminine 
triumph in the election. 

The wives of several other city officials also 
appeared ag rival candidates against their bus- 
bands and were accorded a like gratifying victory 
at the bands of an intelligent and discriminating 
electorate. 

Other towns have had women Chiefs of Police. 


— 
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Other towns have bad Mayors. Gome may have 
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had a woman'Mayor and a woman Chief of Police 
simultaneousiy. But when Umatilla inaugurated 
Mrs. Laura Starcher ag Mayor, on Jan. 10, it in- 
augurated also a woman Recorder, a woman 
Treasurer and four women members of the Coun- 
cil, Mrs. Mayor Starcher’s address contained cor- 
roding irony on man governiwent and affirmed 
the innate and unquestioned superiority of pet- 
ticoat government. 

There is one holdover male member of the 
Council and in proof of her faith she left him 
without any assignments in the appointment of 
the Council committees. In further proof she an- 
nounced that no Town Marshal, masculine or 
feminine, would be named. Under government of 
women, by women and for women, none would be 
needed, she says. 

Umatilla women have the courage of their con- 
victions. They are real vanguard pickets on the 
direct line of march with an incomparably greater 
power for advancing the movement than a child- 
ish patrol around the White House gates. 
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FOR BETTER MAIL SERVICE. 

The Federal House of Representatives has done 
well in defeating the attempt of Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Burleson to deprive the cities of the advan- 
tages of the pneumatic tube mail service. It ac- 


judgment and courage and of business men who 
are deeply interested in rapid, certain mail de- 
liveries in preference to the misleading report of 
subordinate —— officials acting under or- 
ders. 

The total cost of the pneumatic tube service does 
not exceed $600,000, and it serves cities in which 
the profits in mail service reaches millions. The 
city postoffices where the tube service is main- 
tained are the profitable offices. The New York 
Chamber of Commerce affirms that the profitable 
growth of the postal service in cities is largely due 
to improvements in the rapidity and certainty of 
deliveries such as those accomplished by the tube 
service. It compares the tube mail service as an 
advance in mail transportation to the under- 
ground railways in passenger transportation. 

The creation of the tube service was.a step for- 
ward towards ideal conditions of letter trans- 
portation. Its abolition would have been a retro- 
grade movement to the cruder, more uncertain 
modes of the past. In preventing abolition of the 
tube service the House has gone only half way. 
It should provide for its extension. Some of the 
profits of the city postoffices should be devoted 
to extending tubes and perfecting tube service, 
as a basis for better mail service and greater 
profits. 

So far as the contracts are concerned, if they 
are not satisfactory, they should be revised. The 
Government might take over the control or the 
ownership of the tubes and thus make them an 
integral part of the postal system, to be extended 
and improved as conditions demand. 
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Yea, one vote may be of high importance. Mo- 
nett now rhymes with wet by one majority.

REFORMING COUNTY GOVERNMENT. 

Tn planning for a more efficient and economical! 
administration of counties, Gov. Capper of Kan- 
sas shows appreciation of one of the remaining 
weak points in our plan of government. 

The unsatisfactory handling of county affairs 
xenerally is due to the old fault of scattering re- 
sponsibility. The General Government is headed 


‘by the President, the states by their Governors, 


the cities by the Mayors. But the county bas no 
head. The Gheriff, who might have been made 
@ responsible executive, is a mere superior con- 
stable or policeman. County government is a 
government by boards and officers of independent 
jurisdiction. Action is nermally slow and costs 
extravagant. 

A painstaking centering of responsibility and 


Capper would work an improvement. In almost 
every county in the United States they would 
give better results than are obtained at present. 
Our cities are fairly well started on the way to 
efficient government. Our Legislatures are more 
responsive than they used to be, a virtue to 
which the initiative and referendum will give 
further nourishment. County government is the 
next to be reformed. 
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POR A BETTER PARDON SYSTEM. 

Not a little of the comment on the release of 
convicts by retiring Gov. Major is of a critical 
sort. Se far as criticism is based on the number 
of prisoners given clemenoy, it is unjust and of 
small value. We may recell that Gov. Hadley, 
his predecesser, set a record in use of the par- 
doning power by releasing 472 convicts in three 
years, 118 being homicides. 

But the care and discrimination with which 
clemency hag been extended in individual cases 
is @ proper subject of approval or disapproval ac- 
MY to the facts in each. A liberal use of 

rdons which assume the reformation of wrong- 
doers, and of paroles, which subject them to recon- 
finement if their conduct during a probationary 
period is not satisfactory, is not of itself a cause 
of censure. 


of men of good standards of conduct into the class 
of offenders. They are entitled to another chance 
before their friends lose interest in them and be- 
fore they. are habituated to the ways of crime. 

But both Major and Hadley were handicapped 
by the crowded state of the penitentiary and the 
difficulty of providing convicts with wholesome 
employment. In addition, during a considerable 
late period, demoraliting conditions have prevailed 
at the prison. Appeals frem friends for the re- 
lease of men from a congested, unsanitary, disor- 
ganized institution under whose influence even 
criminals ought not to be confined, have admit- 
tedly been hard to resist. It is not strange that 
some professional offenders who show small de- 
sire for reformation after successive terms have 
been set free to complicate the problem of crime 
increase with which the police of the cities are 
struggling. 

The pardon and parole system can never serve 
the purposes it is designed to serve in such cir- 
cumstances, It will be a source of danger as well 
as good to the State until the penitentiary is 
thoroughly reorganized and a scientific system 
under a Prison Board of competent men is insti- 
tuted. Minimizing political pull and favoritiem 
and guiding action on the merits of each separate
